JOHN WHISTLER DIES OF CONSUMPTION 


His Career in the War and Among the In- 
dians, ’ 

Sao anp Fox Aenne, I. T., Sept. 15.— 
[Special.] Today occurred here the greatest 
funeral ever beld, in the Indian Territory. It 
was that of John Whistler, perhaps the most 
noted Indian of modern history. He died in 
Arkansas City, Kas., Saturday. He had gone 
there to be treated for consumption, which 
laid hold of him a year ago. The body arrived 
at Sac and Fox Sunday evening and was re- 
ceived by almost the whole tribe and parts of 
the surrounding tribes. 

John Whistler was born in Chicago fifty-two 


years ago. He was a Lieutenant and scout 


during the Civil War and was trusted with 
many important matters. The Whistler fam- 
ily bas been fighters, having had representa- 
tives in the regular army during the Revolu- 
tionary War and ever since to the present day. 

His great-grandfather was an officer in the 
Revolutionary War. His grandfather, Col. 
Whistler, served in the War of 1812, 
in the Mexican War, and died serving in the 
War of the Rebellion. His uncle, Gen. Gar- 
land Whistler, is in the army. His great- 
uncle was the civil engineér who built the rail- 
road from Moscow to St. Petersburg, Russia. 
The Czar proffered him honors which an 
American citizen could not accept. A valua- 


ble walking-cane was then presented to him 
| by the Czar. 


Gen. Whistler’s son is a Lieu- 
tenant in the service now. It is the family 
record that the father of the deceased was the 
first white child born in Chicago. At one time 
Col. Whistler commanded at Fort Dearborn, 
Chicago, the son being Ensign at the time. 
James Whistler, the artist, is the son of the 
civil engineer mentioned. The father’s sister 
married a Kinzie of early Chicago history. 
He was brother of Gen. Hunter’s wife, and 
through this relationship Gen. Sheridan’s wife 
is second cousin of the deceased. He joined 
the Sac und Fox tribe many years ago, and 
has ever been prominent among them. 


SIMON OBERMAYER SUED FOR DIVORCE. 


The Cincinnati Man Who Eloped with a 
Nun Made a Defendant. 

Crsommati, O., Sept. 15.—[Special.J)—A 
sensational alimony suit was filed in this city 
today. The plaintiff is a woman whd claims 
to be the wife of Simon Obermayer, a 
wealthy citizen of Cincinnati. She claims 
to have been married to him Sept. 
10, 1881, and alleges that Sept. 10, 1890, he 
eloped to Chicago with Sister Sophia, a Red 
Cross nun, and was married to her there. The 
plaintiff asserts thatthe couple are now living 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel in that city as man 
and wife. Much excitement was caused here 


by the filmg of the suit, for while it was 


known that Obermayer had been living 
with the plaintiff in this suit it was 
not known that he was married to her. She 
went by the name of Mollie Williams. The 
woman declares she can prove her relationship 
to the defendant. Several large enterprises in 
which Mr. Obermayer is interested are made 
defendants in the suit. He is reported to be 
worth at least $200,000. This elopement with 


the Red Cross nun was much talked of and 


the appearance of another woman who claims 
to be his. wife adds to the public interest in 


Mr. Obermayer was seen at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel last night and said he came to Chi- 
cago last Thursday and was married by the 
Rev. David Utter of the Church of the Messiah 
to Sister Sophia. He met her some years ago in 
the German Protestant Hospital in Cincinnati, 
where he was sick for a long time. As to the 
Williams woman he said he met her in a cigar 
store about eight years ago in Cincinnati. He 
lived with her until a few months ago, but 
was never married to her, nor did he ever cail 
her his wife.

Fifer in behalf 
of Anarchist Oscar W. Neebe, who was sen- 
tenced to fifteen years’ imprisonment for par- 
ticipation in the Haymarket bomb-throwing.

The audience was partly private and the 
delegation was closeted with the Governor 
until after 12 o’clock. When the members 
emerged they were quite sanguine Oscar 
Neebe would be a free man before the snow 
flies. ! 
Said Mr. Morgan: “The Governor was 
very indulgent and listened with much inter- 
est to what we had to present him. We asked 
Neebe’s release Thanksgiving-Day, and I 


‘am firmly convinced frém the Governor’s 


attitude that the pardon surely will be forth- 
coming.” } 

Mr. W. H. Dyrenforth was no less confident 
of obtaining a pardon. “The Governor has 
said he would take the matter under considera- 
tion,” he said, and I think he is disposed 
favorably. He evinced great interest in what 
we had to say, questioning us more i 
the. side of justice than of mercy, and he fully. 
understands the -great ue demand for 
Neebe's release. I think be will issue the 
pardon after exercising close scrutiny of the 
facts and proceeding with the caution neces- 
sary to one in his position.“ 

Why the Pardon Is Asked. 

This view was concurred in by Mr. Bary, 
Mr. Boyle, Gen. Trumbull, and the immediate 
relatives of Neebe, his brothers, Louis W. H. 
and Henry Neebe, and his father, Henry 
Neebe Sr. Thé pardon is not asked in the 
way of a demand. It is “ begged” as the 
righting of a great injustice suffered by an in- 
nocent man. The papers heretofore filed, 
which contain the signatures of nearly every 
man of note in Chicago, including those of 
Judge Gary, who presided at the trial, the 
grand jury which indicted him, and other offi- 
cers interested, were supplemented today by 
additional proofs and affidavits, newspaper 
expressions, and the like, 

Judge Grinnell, who as State’s-Attorney 
prosecuted the case, steadfastly refuses to sign 
the application for pardon. Taken all to- 
gether, however, but few as strong petitions 
were ever presented for Executive clemency. 

Neebe makes personal application for clem- 
ency to Gov. Fifer under date of April 5, 1889. 
He goes into a brief history of the case and 
says the evidence against him was of so slight 
and inconsiderable a nature that a motion to 
admit him to bail was consented to on the part 
of the State, and he remained at large until 
the verdict of guilty was returned; that he 
was not oncerned with the throwing of the 
bomb directly or indirectly, or with the spe- 
cial movement supposed to have culminated 
in that act, and that his conviction was sim- 
ply the result of the excited condition of pub- 
lic sentiment at the time, and asks that he be 
pardoned as he is absolutely innocent of the 
charge, his conviction being wrongful and il 
legal and the confinement thus far suffered un- 
justifiable. « 

Mr. Benner was the first to address the 
Governor. While he spoke primarily for the 
Oscar Neebe Committee he spoke in behalf of 
the organization, which is the link between the 
various elements of society. The committee, 
while only formally organized, was a sponta- 
neous expression of the universal cry and de- 
mand that forced itself upon the community 
of Chicago, The members of the Personal 
Rights League were representatives of the pul- 
pit, the bar, and the bench, and every learned 
profession, every trade and industry, and 
every business interest in the heart of Chicago 
was represented. 


| Banker Dreyer Moved to Tears. 
Banker E. S. Dreyer was the next speaker. 
He spoke from the standpoint of a member of 


the grand jury, and told some things that pos- 
sibly have not been known generally before. 
With tears in his eyes he confessed he has felt 


such contrition since the conviction of Neebe 


that he has had no peace of mind and can have 
none until he sees an injustice righted to 
which unconsciously he was a party. While 
he was willing to put it on the ground of 
mercy the promptings of his heart told him it 
was justice pure and simple. He spoke of the 
great excitement in Chicago at the time, and 
said that of itself was sufficient to induce such 
conservative men as himself, fearing a public 
outbreak, to act with much more rigor than they 
could actually justify; but even in that case, 
strong as was the impulse to indict, they once 
refused to indict Neebe. The second time 
they were asked to indict him it was upon the 
statement of a detective so remote they even 
then they hesitated, but finally found the indict- 
ment when the prosecution showed the great 
necessity of doing so in order to make 
a case against others, some twenty- 
seven, who were under surviellance. It 
was understood by them further that 
the detective’s statement was wholly in suf- 
ficient to indict upon, but that more evidence 
would be adduced to be presented to the petit 
jury, and they looked upon it in the light 
that no harm could be done, andif no more 
evidence was brought in the petit jury 
would discharge Neebe. Not only was no 
further evidence adduced. but the evidence 
presented to the grand jury was not presented 
to the petit jury. 

Mr. Dreyer spoke of Judge Grinnell’s re- 
fusal to sign an application for the pardon. 
He believed this was because of the belief that 


Neebe had additional information about the

Morgan said he refused to come here at first, 
the margin of his existence was so small, but 
while he was here his sh were taking 
up a collection to pgy his expenses and he was 
enabled to represent them. He was a leader 
in the movement with which Neebe was iden- 


tified. He referred to election frauds, stuffing | 


ballot-boxes, and the fact that the courts in their 
wisdom apparently sustained them, depriv- 
ing the laboring man of his constitutional 
rights, and thought that was enongh to cause 
the most conservative of men sometimes to 
act rashly — enen He had known 
Neebe simply as impulsive fellow, a

men. The historical record of this case wasn’t 
complete.

There 
was no water to drink, except what was se- 
cured in the Stock-Yards, where the great 
artesian wells afforded relief to many 
persons. At all the wells there 
were Rebeccas by the hundreds. Children 
from the north end of the two towns trudged 
over across Thirty-ninth street and carried 
home ‘“city’’ water in tubs, and pails, and 
barrels. From the north portion of Engle- 
wood people made the trip on foot and on the 
cross-town cars to the lake and lug home 
receptacles filled with the precious beverage. 

As the day wore on the situation grew worse 
and there were constant inquiries as to when 
relief might be expected. But no one 
seemed able to reply until late yesterday 
afternoon, when Engineer Cheney gave forth an 
expression of hope that the system would be 
ready for business by 4 o’clock this morning. 

In the Stock-Yards proper, thanks to the 
eight artesian wells and the large reservoirs 
maintained by the Ar there was no actual 
suffering and there was an adequate 
supply for the stock, which is 
generally watered from the wells. But

Of course when the people saw they were 
doomed to pass a dry day many of them took 
other means of alleviating their thirst 
and the beer saloons: in Lake did 
a rushing business, and 80 did 
dealers in temperance beverages. In Engle- 
wood, which boasts of. no saloons, the drug 
stores reaped the big harvest. 

But on the whole the people did not enjoy 
the thirty hours of water famine. During the 
previous famine, two months ago, attachments 
were made to the city pipes at Thirty-ninth 
street, but for some reason these attach- 
ments were not used yesterday, and after 10 
o’clock in the morni 
had in the neighborhood just south of Thirty- 
ninth street. There was long and loud 
complaint last night, and if people 
had not been too dry to talk there might have 
been an indignation meeting. When the rain- 
storm broke after dark people forsook their 
homes and actually went out and reveled in 
the dampness. Receptacles of all sorts 
were spread to catch the falling drops 
and the little stores of water so gather 
were carefully put away in many homes to 
be used in the preparation of breakfasts this 
morning. 

For two months past nothing new has been 
heard of the proposed independent tunnel 
and pumping station the Stock-Yards com- 

pro erect along its 
right of wa at Fortieth street 
from the lake to the yards. After yesterday’s 
experience there will be a renewed demand for 
this proposed tunnel, and also for increased 
water facilities for private consumers all over 
the annexed districts to the southwest. At 
present the mains are entirely inadequate, 
and the people insist they will take no more 
chances on water famines. 

That part of Lake immediately surrounding 
the Stock-Yards would receive ample. protec- 
tion in case of fire, as the Stock-Yards com- 
pany could start its pumps and give all 
the water necessary for fire fightin 
purposes. But a great portion of Englew 
and Lake is at the entire mercy of fire during 
these water famines. 8 

A water-works office is still maintained in 
Lake’s old Town-Hall for the accommodation

PREHISTORIC CRANKERY. 

It has been stated that the communication 
of Prof. F. W. Putnam of Harvard College, 
recommending the expenditure of World’s 
Fair money to the extent of $300,000 for 
archzological expeditions over an area ranging 
from Greenland to Patagonia, and the erec- 
tion of an ethnological museum in connection 
with the World's Fair, has been received 
with favor by the directors.“ We are not 
aware what authority there is for this state- 
ment, but it is to be hoped that the sentiment 
of the directors has been incorrectly stated. 
The proposition of Prof. Patnam is to ran- 
sack the Arctic region, the Mississippi Valley, 
Colorado, Arizona, New Mexico, Old Mex- 
ico, Yucatan, Peru, and South America gener- 
ally for natural deposits, fauna and flora, uten- 
sils, pottery, models of old dwellings, costumes, 
fossils, skulls, and skeletons, besides photo- 
graphs inn#merable, and a miscellaneous col- 
lection of archwological and ethnological bric- 
a-brac, transport them to this city and store 
them in a museum for public inspection. For 
such a proposition as this the directors have 
not a dollar which they can spare. If such an 
exhibition as this is needed it can be amply 
provided from the collection of the Smith- 
} sonian Institution, or sufficiently so to give 
| those visitors tothe Fair who care for such 

things all the information they need about 
the infantile or stone age of the world. 
If the archwological enthusiasts think 
that the public has a wild, yearning desire 
to see skeletons. from the glacial gravels or 
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detritus from the cave floors and shell heaps, 
let them spend their own money. The di- 
rectors have no money to waste on the man of 
| the ice sheet or stone monstrosities from ser- 
pent mounds. As we have said, all that is 
necessary can be supplied by the Smithsonian 
Institution, and if Mexico, Greenland, or Peru 
pride themselves on this prehistoric stuff they 
can easily be induced to send it. : 

Prof. Putnam, like all these dried-up pre- 
historic specialists, mistakes the purpose of 
the Fair. So far as Chicago is concerned, it 
should be understood that it has not the 
slightest interest in the tertiary or quaternary 
period or in skulls of the Neanderthal sort. It 
proposes to have a live, wide-awake, nine- 
teenth century Fair and to glorify Christopher 
Columbus for his great discovery. It has 
millions for the construction of exhibiting 
buildings, but no money to waste searching 
for arrow heads or skulls of the stone age, 
nor do we believe that any persons outside 
of a little handful of ethnological specialists 
have even a languid interest in men who 
were hardly above the animals with whom 
they were associated in intelligence. 
The directors could easily waste five 
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times the amount of money they have if they 
were to listen to the specialists. The great 
Pair will fitly represent the progress of the 
world from Columbus’ time to the present, 
and will constitute an epitome of modern 
achievements in art, science, industry, com- 
merce, | religion, agriculture, etc., 
and for this thé directors will spend their 
money; but gentlemen who are riding hobbies 
and wish to exhibit them must meet the ex- 
pense themselves.

GILBERT’S COUNCIL RECORD. 

The Chicago Times says that Mr. James H. 
Gilbert is not a strong candidate for Sheriff 
because: 

When a member of the City Council in 1875 he 
favored the reduction of the wages of all Chicago 
firemen. It is for this fact that the 865 firemen in 
this city, who would have been enthusiastic 
workers for Matt Benner had he been nominated, 
will not feel very kindly toward the candidacy of 
Jim Gilbert. 

If Mr. Gilbert voted as he is said to have 
done he did just right. If he did not he voted 
on the wrong side, in opposition to the reform 
members of the Council of both parties and 
to the demands of as outspoken a Democrat 
as Thomas Hoyne, who occupied the Mayor’s 
chair for a brief time during that period. 


The reform Council of 1875 cut down not- 


merely the pay of the firemen but of all other 
city employés, from Mayor to janitor. The 
schoolma’ams and the police were not ex- 
cepted. It was a measure of dire necessity. 
Had it not been done the City Government 
would have had to disband and ask the State 


to run things. 


The temporary loss of the taxes of 1872 and 
1878, which the city attempted to collect in 
1874, not through the county machinery but 
by its own old assessment and collection 
agencies, had left the city treasury destitute 
of money, and none could be borrowed. The 
panic of 1873 was still smashing down prices, 
andon top of that the decision of the Su- 
preme Court declaring the Colvin certificates 
of indebtedness, issued by the Council in 
1874, illegal, because not drawn in compli- 
ance with law against 3 
already’ made, This left the Municipal Gov- 
ernment bankrupt. Then it was that the city 
called to its aid Thomas Hoyne for Mayor 
and the reform Aldermen, and the first thing 
they did was to tackle that terrible financial 
situation. Mayor Hoyne insisted on cutting 
down all salaries and expenses to the lowest 
practical notch, until the crisis was past. 
The Mayor and Aldermen got the city out 
of the hole, but it took close economy, hon- 
esty, and frugality to do it, aided by legisla- 
tion to collect the delinquent taxes. The reck- 
less Ways of the Colvin régime were stopped 
summarily and the accumulation of a work- 
ing capital was commenced. It was not long 
before a good part of the back taxes were 
collected; the unlawful.certificates were grad- 
ually called in and paid off as being a debt 
of honor. It was not long before the firemen, 
policemen, and school teachers, instead of 
gotting the nominally larger pay in Colvin 
scrip, selling at 76 and 80 cents on the dollar, 
got their pay incash. As soon as the finan- 
cial condition of the city improved salaries 
and wages were put back at the old figures, 
and they are higher now considerably than 
in 1874 before the cut. 

If Mr. Gilbert supported that reform legis- 
lation he showed he was a business-man 
whom the peaple can trust and whom no 
clamor can keep from doing what he knows 
to be right. Lawler boasts that he voted 
against the reduction when the city treasury 
was bankrupt. If he did that proves he is un- 
fit to hold a responsible affice. A man who 


thinks more of the temporary interests of a 


few officeholders than of the welfare of the

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 

A recently issued report by the Massachu- 
setts Bureau of Statistics of Labor contains 
some highly interesting facts in regard to the 
export of manufactures from that State. Out 
of 7,985 firms producing goods to the value of 
$464,319,253 only 208 exported anything last 
year and they only to the value of $29,431,508, 
being but 2.56 per cent of the firms and 6.34 
percent of the total production, In these, 
agriculturalim plements, electrical appliances, 
candles, soap, grease, food preparations, and 
musical instruments are in the lead. Four 
firms exported direct to the extent of $1,154,- 
683, or but a quarter of 1 per cent of the en- 
tire production of the State. 

Of course it is known that this percentage 
of export is far from holding good for the 
whole of thé United States. Massachusetts is 
on our Atlantic seaboard,and much more favor- 
ably situated for 4 direct export business in 
her own manufactures than is any point in 


the valley of the Mississippi. Two exceptions 


to this rule may be noted—namely: flour and 


meal, and meats. The West exports fully 11,- 
000,000 barrels of the former and some 600,000 


tons of live stock product, including butter 
and cheese, but in both classes the value of the 
manufacturing service performed bears only 
a small ratio to the total. Probably it does 
not much exceed one-eighth on the average, 
while the statistics of the 1880 census credited 
labor alone with nearly one-fifth of the total 
cost of finished product, and it amounts to

. THE CRAWFORD-HAYES LAW. 

The Crawford-Hayes Primary Election law 
was pretty thoroughly tested in this city last 
week and proved most satisfactory. Asa re- 
sult of its ehforcement there was not a contest 
in any ward or district, Under the old method 
there would have been man. The conven- 
tion was, therefore, representative of the work- 
ing element of the party. The  polling- 
places for the most part were centrally lo- 
cated, Atleast there was no complaint on 
this score. The primary judges were chosen 
from the list of the Republican judges fur- 
nished by the Election Commissioners. Only 
registered voters who were ready to make affi- 
davits that they were Republicans, or who did 
make such affidavit when challenged, were 
permitted to vote. The delegates, therefore, 
were fairly and honestly chosen, Irregulari- 
ties occurred only in a few precincts, and they 
were not m@eerial. 

The delegates thus chosen constituted a 
harmonious convention. There was difference 
of opinion, but there was toleration of such 
difference, also. The convention made some 
mistakes, but when so many interests are 
concerned mistakes are unavoidable. Combi- 
nations were made which necessarily led to the 
nomination of one or two candidates of doubt- 
ful availability. But such combinations were 
made more difficult by the operation of the 
law. The ward boss was not able, as a rule, 


to“ swing a whole delegation for this candi- 


date and that. Only in the case of a few of 
the Democratic wards, where the delegations 


are small and mot potential, was the solid- 


delegation policy maintained. This solidarity 
will soon disappear, and the conventions will 
become more and more representative. 

‘It is satisfactory to be able to say that in the 
contest of last week, when so many and such 
large interests were involved, when so many 
important offices were to be nominated for, 
and when the candidates were so numerous, 
the new primary law worked well, was pro- 
motive of peace and harmony, and completely 
fulfilled the purposes of its enactment. 

The law is not perfect, of course. It can- 
not prevent men who are really Democrats 
swearing that they are Republicans, as some of 
them did. It cannot prevent combinations 
among officials. Nor can it prevent their 
becoming perniciously active, either. But it 
enables the Republican voters who take inter- 
est in such matters ta. obtain a proper expres- 
sion of their views in the conventions of the 
party, and it diminishes the mischievous 
power of the bosses, That is a great deal. 


Accounts from the East intimate that some

The first holds trust stocks, 
which are now regarded with suspicion in view 
of recent revelations, especially in gas, and 
the second claim to be threatened with bank- 
ruptcy because they have ordered more goods 
into the Custom-House than they can pay for 
or than consumers want. The last-named are 
the ones for whom certain folksin Washington 
profess to be specially solicitous. Why on 
earth they should esteem it necessary for the 
Government to come to the relief of a lot of 
fellows who have got into difficulties simply 
through efforts to beat it out of its revenues is 
something which it is hard to find out,
